1f, as many of its friends claim,
silver ought to occupy a larger place
in our currency and the currency of
the world through geueral interna-
tional co-operation and agreement, it
is obvious that the United Siates
will not be in a position to gain a
hearing in favor of such an arrange-
ment so long as we are willing to
coatinue our attempt to accomplish
the result single.banded.

In all theze utterances the Presi-
dent speaks as the friend of silver
and indicates as the only line of
policy that which will snstain sils
ver. In kis letter to Governor North-
ern he declares:

I am o friend of silver, but I be-
lieve its proper place in our curs
rency cau only be fixed by a read-
justment of our currency legislation
and the inavguration of a consistent
and comprehensive financial scheme.
I think such a thing can only be
entered upon profitably and hope-
fully after the repeal of the law
which is charged with allour finans
cial woes, In the presect state of
the public mind this law cannot be
built upon nor patched in such a
way as to relieve the situation.

QUR DEFENSELESS CQOAST.

Brigadier General Joseph C,
Breckinridge, Inspector General of
the United States army, has made
a report to the Secretary of War,
indicating a coundition of aflairs
prevailing in regard to cur coast
defenses which is officially charw.e«
t¥rized as “disgraceful.” It is
shown that almost the entirec souths
ern coast on the Atlaantic seaboard
is ab:.olutely unprotected and at
the merey of a foreign foe. Forts
have been allowed to crumble
away, canvon have rusted and cane
non catriages rotted.

To quote Inspector General
Breckinridge these forts and their
armaments “now cerve the single
purpoce apparently of reminding
us of the high estate from which
we have fallen and that we are not
well prepared for resistance against
any bold and aggressive govern—
ment.”

In advence eheets furnisked the
Secretary of War of that part of
his annual report relating to un-
garrisoned fortifications, General
Breekinridge says: “The very cares
tul inspection ot uugarrisoned posts
between Baratoria Bay, Louisiana,
and the Delaware River, made
under your snpervieion, has bronght
very plain'y to view the defenseless
condition of oar Southern coastand
the great importance of immwediate
action il these fortifications are to
Le relied on to repe' attack.

“Owing to the spread of some of
the eities they were built to protect
and the increased range of modern
artilery a few of the sitee ceeupied
are no longer valuable, but,in a
large majority of cases, they are
now and doubtiess always will be
of vast importance to the coun-
try.

“That there is no immediate
probability of a foreign war will be
granted, but it must be admitied
that such a cantiogency is not im-
po:ssible, Znd that should it happen
within the ne«<i ten years we must
reply in the main for the protection
of our harbors on the forte and guns
we now have, no matter how in-
ferior they may be as compared
with more recent inventions,

“For various reasons garrisons of
twenty-seven of these forts have
been withdrawn, until there is no.
now, noer has there been in most
ca-es Tor more than twenly years,
a single soldier to eare for them,
ordnance sargents, somotimes sup-
erannnated and deecrepit, alone ex-
cepted.

»At the onthreak ofthe civil war
this was not the case. No nation
had provided bLetter gans and fortis
fications or more completely and
intelligently established its lines ot
coast and harbor defense than we
had, and the termination of the
war fcund this cquality undis-
turted. To day, while great im-
provements in the designs for our
tortifications and armament have
been made more guns may be ex~
pected within the century, no great
progress towards the vast array of
pieces necessary to arm our seas
coast is probable, and no approprias
tion for fortifications, unless we
are brought face to face with stern
necessity or receive one of those
sharp lessons by which nations as
well as individnals learn to ohserye
ordivary caution in business transs
action.”

General Breckinridge will sugs
gest to Secretary Lamont the adops
tion of certain measures toward
correcting the abuses and neglect
that have placed the Southern coast
g0 abeolutely at the merey of an
enemy. He desires that an estis
mate be made for cleaning and
clearing up the forts, and such re-
pairs a8 will prevent further detere
ioration. He will also suggest
that a sufficient expenditare be au-
thorized to put all guns and carris
ages that can be relied on in con~
neetion with the operation ot tors
pedo lines in a serviceable condi-
tion. Younger and more active
wen, he contends, should replace
the particular orduance sergeants
on duty atithe forts inspected and
he asks that this be doue =28 soon
as practicable.

Fuarthermore, he will snggest
“that an effort be made, where it
can be done preperly, to counteract
the impression which prevails, even
in the army, that these forts are

junk ehops, and their armament

and stores obsolete, and that in-
structions be issmed which will
ensble, or compel, all ordnance
sergeants when once the armaments
are put in order, to keep them so,”

The Constitution and the Rules.

As the Philadelphia Times says,
Senator Voorhees, in entering upon
the “contest of endarance” on Wed-
nesday night, made a dignified and
dispassionate statement of his atti-
tude in the conduct of the silver de-
bate, Ifitappeared to the general
reader disappointingly apologetic
and lackingin the aggressive spirit
which the exigency demands, it must
be conceded that the man who is
charged with the direction of a bat-
tle has a better appreciation of its
difficulties than his critics are likely
to have,

Mr. Voorhees’ speech was in fact
an appeal to the dignity and couars
tesy that has hitherto prevailed in
the Senate and to the honor and
feirness of the obstractionists, He
disclaimed all desire to restrict the
freedom of debate, but he appealed
to them simply to express a willing-
nesg to submit to a vote, to iutimate
a time, no matter how distant, when
they would agree that a vote should
be taken. Iis opponents were gi-
lent. Evidently the appeal to their
honor was vain.

Up to this point there can be no
criticism of Mr. Voorhees’ attitude.
Reliance upon the honor of his as-
sociates is natural to a gentleman,
and the Senate is supposed to be
wade up of gentlemen exclusively.
But it will be generally felt that he
errs in giving to the rnle of cours
tesy the force of constitutional law.
He had been urged from outside, he
said, toappeal fo the presiding of-
ficer to sustain him “in a motion not
provided for in the rules and to pro-
ceed to a vote,” but he *“wounld as
soon think of committing open high
treason or private murder as of com-
mitting such a crime as that.” Why?
Where is the treason? Where is the
crime?

The Constitulion empowers the
Senate to make rules for its own
government, whieh have the force of
law; but it is no part of the purpose
of the Congtitution that the Senate,
by its rules or by the absence of
rules, shall vacatz the function come
mitted to it, that of orderly legisla-
tion. The crime 18 commitled by
those who prevent the Senate's exer—
cise of itz powers. Their conduct
is outside the rules, though still

within the Constitution. The au«
thority of the Senate rests in the
majority of its members, and they
have no right, either legal or moral,
to surrender it to the minority. If
there isany “treason” it is there.

PLAFORM AND SILVER.

As the Lonisville Courier-Jour
nal says, it can not have escaped
attenticn that Senators discuossing
the silver qnestion have a good
deal to say abont the silver plank
of the platformn adopted at Chi-
cago last year. The fiiends of re-
peal qugte its clear mandate with
referefice to the Sherman law, bat
recalcitrant Democrats also try to
find in it some excuse for their re-
fusal to earry out the will of the
people. An analysis of the silver
plank ot the platform will show
but iittle support for the latter
cless. The declaration with refers
ence to gold and silver was as fols
lowe:

“We denounce the Republican
legiglation known as the Sherman
act of 1890 as a cowardly make-
shift, franght with poessibilities of
danger in the future, which should
make all of its snpporters, as well
as its anthor, anxione for its epeedy
repeal. We hold to the use ol
both gold and silver as the stand~
ard money of the country, and the
coinage of both gold and silyer
without discriminating against
either metal, or charge for mintage,
but the dollar unit ot coinage ot
both metals must be of egual in-
trinsic and exchangeable value, or
be adjusted through international
agreement, or by soch sateguards
of legislation as shall insure the
maintenance of the parity of the
two metals, and the equal power of
every dollar-at all times 1n the
markets and in payment of debl;
and we demand that all paper car-
rency shall be kept at par with
and redeemable in coin. We ingist
upon this policy as especially nec-
essary for the protection of the
farmers and laboring classes, the
first and most defenseless victims
of nnstable money and a fluctuat-
ing enrrency.”

It is just as well to note at the
beginning what this declaration
does not contain. There is no snge
gestion in it of toleration of a fiftys
eight-cent dollar, There is not a
gyllable of approbation of silver
monometallism. There is no mens
tion of the ratioot 16 to 1, There
is a distinct declaration that farmers
and laboring men are not interested
in dishonest money, but are the
first to euffer trom a degradation ot
the carrency. The idea of fiat
money, in whole or in par:, is dis-
tinctly repudiated. The tollowing
is a fair analysis of what the plat«
form demands:

First—The immediate repeal of
the Sherman act. This is in a sen-
tence by itself, and is supject to no
conditions. It is, therefore,a equare
declaration for unconditional res

peal.

Second—The use of both gold
and eilver as money. ‘The Wilson
Repeal Bill provides for this. All
the silver dollars already coined,
which are seven times as many as
can be kept in circulntiorf, are to
continue a full legal tender. -
Third—There is a declaration in
favor of the coinage of both gold
and silver, bat this is subject to
various quslifications. It is not
a condition precedent to the repeal
of the Sherman law. Oan the con-
trary, it provides for some thinge
that can not be reachel at once. It
says that the Democratic party 1s
in favor ef the coinage of both
gold and silver, “but"”—and here

without which it can not sately be
done.

The first condition is -that there

follow the necessary prerequisites|28°8

must be no diseriaination against
either metal. To coin gold at its
bullion value and silver at 58 per
cent. of its bullion value, would be
an enormous ditecrimination against
gold, such as wou'd drive it out of
circulation. This woald annul the
previous declarstion in favor of the
use of'both gold and silver as
money. This idea is further ewms
phasized by the declaration that
the dollar nnit of coinage :must be
of equal intrinsie and exchangeable
value. '
Another condition is
value of the two metals must
be adjusted by internation=
al agreement or otherwise, 8o
as to maintain the parity of the
two metals, not only for the pays
ment of debts. but in their purchaes
ing power in the markets—not for
a day er m.onth, but *at all times.”
We may take it for granted that
the langnage of thie section was
more or less adapted to the purpose
of reconciling differences of opin-
ion, but, taken a& a whole, it has a
distinet meaning. whioh can easily
be ascertained. It demands an
immediate diecontinuance of the
policy ot purchasing silver bullion
to be stored up in the Treasary
like cord~wood. It declares in fas
vor of the uge of gold aud silver as
money, which practically everybody
in America favors, the sssertions of
the mine owners to the contrary
notwithstanding. DBut it also de-
clares that the interests of the few
millianaire cwuners ofsilver mines
in this conutry are not to prevail
over the interest of faimerz and la=
boring men. We are not going to
silver monometallistu. We are not
going to acezpt the 58.cent dollar,
We will have the coinage ot both
gold and silver without charge for
mintage wheoever it can be done
without auy, degradation of the
standard of vaine and pot sooner.
The silver lords may rage and
deluded Democrats may awmagine
vain things but this is the meaning
ot the Democratic platform,and it
must be earried out if the party
expects to retain the confidence of
the people of the Uunited States,

PULTHE QUESTION TO A VOTE,

As the Philadelphia Z%mes saye,
the contest of physicial endurance
on which the Senate has e.nbarked
is humilating te the people of the
United States, and in eyery way
disereditable to the Senate itself.
That a body of gentlemen, governs
ed by traditions of the highest dig~
nity and courtesy, should be snb-
jected to such jindignity by a small
group of parliamentary rufiians, is
an ouirage; that they submit to the
indignity withont a vigorous asser—
tion of their selfsrespect is nnwor-
thy ot the Senate’s reputation.

The custom of the Senate, which
has attained the authority ot a rule,
assumee that when a number of
gentlemen are met to discuss a
given subject they will all listen to
what each one has to say and will
not decide tiil all the arguments
have beez heard. This iz simply
the role of courtesy, to_which all
gentlemen are eubject, But the
moment courtesy is abnsed and
Senators begin to taik for the
avowed purpose of annoying and
wearing out their associates, that
moment the rule of courtesy is dis«
solved and the inherent right of
the majority to govern becomes
paramount.

Unless the Senate have the cour-
age to assert this right, a small and
determined minority can defeat any
majority whatever, precisely as
group of rowdies ean defy fiye times
their numkber of gentlemen as long
as the latter rely solely upon the
observances of polite society. The
only way to deal with rowdies is to
meet them with force, and the one
way to deal with obstructionists is
to meet them boldly and vote them
down.

The rules ot the Seanate apply to
decent debate; they haye no appli-
cation in a mere physical contest
such as the silver men have invited
at this time. No rules that the
Scoate has power to make ean
divest it of its constitutional right
and duty of legislation, and whens
ever the majority ehall faily resolve
to put an end to this abuse of conr-
tesy they can bring the issue to a
vole.
